It is noted that said 
amendments are consistent with those which were discussed with Applicants 
previously. See Interview Summary from 12 April 2010 and Applicants Summary dated 
28 April 2010. Claims 66-94 have been added which are all dependent upon examined 
claim 8.

Election/Restrictions 

4. Claims 8-10,11,12,1 4-28, 41 , 45-49 and 51 -94 are directed to an allowable 
product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 30-39, 
directed to the process of making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement between Groups II and III (claims 
30-39 and 42) as set forth in the Office action mailed on 09 April 2009 is hereby 
withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined 
inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory 
and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 
121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 
1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
drawn to compound of SEQ ID NOs: 1,2,4, 7-1 8, 40 and 41 which are short peptides 
(e.g. less than 14 amino acids in length but greater or equal to five amino acids), and 
those which can consist of an additional 10 amino acids, or those which must possess 
at least five continuous amino acids. A careful search of the prior art does not suggest 
or teach such short peptides. The closest prior art of Small et al. as recited in the 
previous Office action reads upon a full length 140 kDa (e.g. 858 amino acids) NCAM 
protein, however, as noted, the specific peptides which are claimed and limited by size 
are not taught in the prior art or suggested by the prior art. As such, claims 8-10, 12, 
14-28. 30-39. 41 . 42. 45-49 and 51-94 are allowed.
